John Quincy AdamB called our gov¬ 
ernment a "complicated machine.” 
and so it is, if it can be a government 
j for the whole people and bv the people 
and at the same time disfranchise the 
wumen. who represent the majority of 
the people. 1'he right of forming their 
own constitution and the right of suf¬ 
frage are those in which the freedom of 
a Republic exists, but women are de¬ 
barred from these rights in most of the 
States, thereby making a nation of free 
men and bond women. An idiot can 
commit a crime .<nd go unpunished, but 
woman, who is classed with him, as re- 
■ gards the making of the laws, is pun¬ 
ished by these same laws if they do not 
obey them, and it they own property 
they have to pay taxes just the same as 
men, and taxation without representa¬ 
tion is called tyranny in this "Land of 
the Free." 

The duties ot voters are the same is 
all elections, whether in the school dis¬ 
trict. the city, the county, the State, or 
the United State*, namely to vote for 
the best men and the best measures, 
and women are as well qualified to vote 
' intelligently as the masculine voter, 
(and many more so.) whose only re¬ 
quired qualification is sex. a quality for 
which he is not responsible. V omen 
have the same interest in the public 
welfare, in the maintenance of order 
and the triumph of right principle* jam 
men can possibly have. The Bill of 
Rights of Kentucky declares that "all 
power is inherent in the people; that 
government exists for their good and 
J by their c.'oaent." Is it true? 
j Now, if family government were de¬ 
stroyed society would be ruined and all 
other governments be worthless, and it 
would soon come to pass if women were 
allowed no voice in the family govern¬ 
ment. The rignt to vote implies the 
right to be voted for and the right to 
hold office. The men have given women 
one of the rights—why not be consist¬ 
ent and give them the other? If women 
are qualified to be voted for and elected 
I to fill important offices, as many are, 

' are they not qualified to be legal vot¬ 
ers? A woman is superintendent of tbo 
public schools in the great city of New 
York, yet she cannot vote, simply be¬ 
cause of the accident of birth, not for 
lack of intelligence and ability. 

I appeal to the thinking men and «o> 
men—is it fair, if all are born free 
and equal, as our Declaration oi Inde¬ 
pendence declares? 

There is a great wrong being perpe¬ 
trated against American womanhood. - 

The United States is called "The 
land of the noble free," but the mon¬ 
arches of Europe have often been ruled 
wisely and well by women. Queen Vic¬ 
toria. of England, was a model wife, 
mother and ruler, and her reign was on* 
of great prosperity and ceace. But 
had she been a native of this free land 
she could not have served her country 
as she did, simply because she was a 
woman.

Several Cabinet Members Anxiously 

Awaiting President Taft's Speeches 

In May—Democratic Leaders Are 

Planning for Harmonious Ac¬ 
tion In Fall Campaign. 

Washington.—Friends of the con¬ 
servation movement in Washington be¬ 
lieve that Gifford Pinchot had one mo¬ 
tive and one only In going abroad to 
see Theodore Roosevelt. Mr. Pinchot 
la wise In things other than woodcraft 
Advocates of saving the resources say 
that the former chief forester knew 
that If Mr. Roosevelt could be Induced to 
promise to address a conservation 
meeting and would reiterate his loy¬ 
alty to the cause, members of con¬ 
gress now lukewarm. If not absolutely 
opposed to the administration's con¬ 
servation bills, would get In line and 
urge their passage. 

What the friends of the forester ex¬ 
pected has happened, and there is now 
a strong evident inclination on the 
part of members of congress to give 
their adherence to President Taft's 
earnest request that at least two con¬ 
servation bills shall be passed at this 
session. The strong probabilities were 
a short time ago that both the chief 
conservation measures would be "post¬ 
poned" until tixe next session, but now 
that Mr. Roosevelt has said what he 
did to Mr. Pinchot there Is a marked 
reawakening of Interest In the bills 
before congress. 

Republican members seem to think 
that Mr. Roosevelt 1 b still a power 
with the people, and while personally 
a good many of the Republican mem¬ 
bers were opposed to the conservation 
bills, they have now concluded that It 
■would be political folly for them to 
carry their opposition any farther, and 
so the prospect la that two of the 
eight or ten measures, the most Impor¬ 
tant two from the conservationists' 
standpoint, will see the light of pas¬ 
sage before congress adjourns. 

Meet Views of President. 

The two bills for which hope has 
sprung anew are those which give the 
president the power to withdraw lands 
at any time that he thinks necessary, 
and the other Is one which separates 
the surface lands from the mineral de¬ 
posits lying underneath for the pur¬ 
pose of disposing of the two separate¬ 
ly, the idea being to hold the mineral 
wealth so that the government can 
lease the right to get it out for the 
market 

It la now pretty well agreed both by 
Democrats and Republicans that In 
view of the Roosevelt pronouncement 
of continued loyalty to conservation. 
President Taft, If he sees any further 
disposition to neglect the measure, 
will send In another special message 
on the subject It seems that this con¬ 
servation matter which the present 
president has made the subject of one 
long message. Is going to be depend¬ 
ent in part at least for success upon 
the still existing Influence of a former 
president of the United States. 

Anxious About Taft Speeches. 

Several members of the cabinet are 
extremely anxious to know definitely 
what the tone of President Taft'a 
utterance la to be when he speaks 
In St. Louts and In Cincinnati and 
In one or two other places the first 
week in May. It Is said that Attor¬ 
ney Genera] Wickersham is more con¬ 
cerned than any of the other cabi¬ 
net members over the nature of the 
president’s address to the middle west- 
enters. 

Ever since Mr. Wickersham spoke 
In Chicago and took a course of de¬ 
termined opposition to those insur¬ 
gent Republicans who are trying to 
pick to pieces some of the administra¬ 
tion's measures, he has not been en¬ 
tirely) happy. It Is pretty well under- 
stoodNta Washington that Mr. Wicker¬ 
sham believed Impllclty It was the 
presidents Intention to make a speech 
in Washington on the same night 
much like the one the attorney gen¬ 
eral delivered In. Chicago. Mr. Wick¬ 
ersham read the papers the morning 
following his own address and found 
that the president, Instead of using 
the club on the members of effngress 
who are supposed to be in opposition 
to his measures, pulled out and waved 
an olive branch. 

There are those who think, an* not 
without reason, that Mr. Wlckertfaam 
fears the country will get the idea 
that be and his chief are at the outs as 
to the proper policy to be used toward 
insurgents members. Therefore It la 
that the attorney general and some of 
his fellow cabinet members are look¬ 
ing forward anxiously to the presi¬ 
dent's utterai.ee on bis next trip. Mr. 
Wickersham feels that Mr. Taft ought 
to same something to back up the po¬ 
sition which the attorney general took 
at Chicago. 

Not the Time to Be Severe. 

It has been said in dispatches fre¬ 
quently that It la the president's in¬ 
tention at Cincinnati certainly, and 
possibly at St. Louts, to strike a blow 
at the Republican members of con- 
gress who be thinks for reasons of 
personal ambition are rombatlng some 
of his recommended measures. Those 
who ware closest to the president, 
aowever, did not believe that be would 
take occaslbn A say sharp things

ton speech delivered at the same time 
that the attorney general was speak¬ 
ing in Chicago. The president then 
spoke to representatives of Republic¬ 
an clubs from different parts of the 
country, and so those who looked at 
the matter from a supposedly political¬ 
ly wise standpoint concluded that the 
occasion was not the proper one to 
score the Republicans of any faction. 

It Is a pretty safe prophecy, how¬ 
ever. to make that the president will 
say some sharp things about some of 
the Insurgent members when he 
speaks in his home city. The prophecy 
has been made before, and it was 
made by the very men who said that 
Mr. Taft would not say anything sharp 
In his Washington speech. Part of 
the forecast was fulfilled and It seems 
likely that the rest of It will come true 
in order. The Democrats say that If 
the preaident attacks the Insurgents he 
will open wider the breach In the Re¬ 
publican party and make more certain 
the election of a Democratic bouse 
next November. The advisers of the 
president, however, seem to feel that 
he will discriminate between different 
Insurgents and will attack only those 
who he thinks are attacking his meas¬ 
ures. not because they really think 
the measures are Insincere, but be¬ 
cause they want to advance their own 
personal ends. 

Democrats Seem Harmonious. 

While the Republicans do not ad¬ 
mit that they have any great confi¬ 
dence In the ability of all the fac¬ 
tions of the Democracy to get to¬ 
gether In one harmonious whole, they 
are none too certain, for the hap¬ 
penings within the ranks of the op¬ 
position make It seem at least that 
the blue sky of peace la over the Dem¬ 
ocratic ranks with no threatening 
clouds on the horizon.

APPELLATE CbURT DECISION. 

Frankfort. Ky.—Sales made by a 
firm located In Kentucky regardlesa 
of where the sales are made must be 
accounted as sales made In Kentucky, 
for such was the decision of the ap¬ 
pellate court in the case of the Stew¬ 
art Jail Works Co., of Kenton county, 
against Frank P. James, auditor. The 
opinion was written by Chief Justice 
Barker affirming the judgment of the 
state fiscal court. James, as auditor, 
was seeking to collect from the 
Standard Jail Iron Works Co. a li¬ 
cense tax for 1909. The company, 
with a capital stock of $200,000 (Its 
home being in Kentucky), had done a 
business in 1909 of $600,000, but claim¬ 
ed that the gross Income from the 
sales In Kentucky amounted to but 
$30,000. and the value of ita tangible 
property is only $25,000. The com¬ 
pany claimed that In estimating the 
amount of license to be paid to the 
state, but sales within the state of 
Kentucky should only he considered, 
while the auditor- claimed that all 
sales made by the company is busi¬ 
ness done within the state. 

Mt. Sterling, Ky.—Plans are on foot 
for making the date of the Tenth Dis¬ 
trict Republican Congressional con¬ 
vention, to be held here on June 3. 
the opening Republican rally of the 
year and to Inaugurate the congres¬ 
sional campaign of 1910 in Kentucky 
on that day, with all of the big men 
of the Republican party in the state 
present. 

As June 2 is the date announced for 
the dedication, of the new State Cap¬ 
itol at Frankfort, it will be possible 
for the Republican leaders who take 
part in the ceremonies of that day to 
come here the following day. when 
the delegates from the various coun¬ 
ties of the Tenth district will meet 
here, and when It Is probable that 
John W. Langley will be renominated 
for congress. 

United States Senator W. O. Brad¬ 
ley, Judge E. C. O'Rear. of the court 
of appeals; Attorney General James 
Breathitt and other speakers will 
sound the Republican battle cry. 

Lexington, Ky.—The Pythian lodge 
at Pinevtlle Is in a dilemma, and baa 
asked advice from the officers of the 
grand lodge In this city. Several 
iweeka ago there was a smallpox scare 
|ln the Straight Creek mining district, 
and an order requiring general vac¬ 
cination was promulgated by the au¬ 
thorities.

They were not able to work because 
of soreness in their arms, and they 
filed claims with the Pinevllle lodge 
for sick benefits. The claims aggre¬ 
gate more than the funds of the 
ledge. 

Russell, Ky.—Engineer William E. 
Owens. Fireman C. A. Hoskins and 
Brakeman J. L. Mosher, all of Cov¬ 
ington. were severely scalded when 
the boiler of the mogul engine pulling 
extra east-bound C. & O. freight ex¬ 
ploded. 

Barboursvllle, Kv—In s collision 
between a south-bound passenger 
train and a north bound freight train, 
the passenger engine was demolished, 
and a number of passengers were bad¬ 
ly shaken. Traffic was delayed four 
hours. 

Louisville. Ky.—Claud Turner, ac¬ 
cused of killing Phil Sullivan, a strik¬ 
ing raolder, last October, while the 
latter was doing picket duty, was 
found not guilty of the charge of mur¬ 
der and was dismissed by order of 
the court. 

Plkevllle, Ky — W. H. Holt, presid¬ 
ing judge of the contest cases here 
between the Citizens' ticket contest¬ 
ants and the Republican contestees 
for county offices, declared that, ow¬ 
ing to wholesale bribery resorted to, 
there had been no election held. 

T^xlngton, Ky.—Reports from Cen¬ 
tral and Eastern Kentucky show that 
fruit aud garden vegetation was either 
killed or badly damaged by the frosts 
Saturday. The damage In these parts 
of Pentucky la estimated at $100,000. 

Louisville, Ky.—Mrs. Pearl Arm¬ 
strong was found guilty of murdering 
her husband by reeding him poison 
and was sentenced to from two to 
twenty-one years In prison. 

Owensboro. Ky.—Mrs. Mary E. 
Buckner filed suit for divorce against 
E. G. Buckner on a plea of abandon¬ 
ment. They were married In 1872. 
Buckner Is general manager of the 
Du Pont Powder Co. at Wilmington.

Frankfort, Ky.—The resignation bI 
Stanley Mllward, of Lexington, from 
the board of control of the state’s char¬ 
itable Institutions, was accepted by 
Gov. Willson, and Dr. T. W. Gardner, 
superintendent of the Western asylum 
at Hopkinsville, was appointed In hia 
place. Mllward resigned, because of 
pressing private business. Gov. Will- 
son also accepted the resignation of 
State Inspector and Examiner M. H. 
Thatcher, who will leaTe for Panama 
to become the governor of the Canal 
Zone, and McKenzie R. Todd. Private 
Secretary to the governor, was sworn 
In as state inspector and examiner. 
Miss Mary Watts Brown has assumed 
her duties as private secretary to Su¬ 
perintendent of Public Instruction EHa¬ 
worth Regenstein. 

From reports already received from, 
the crop reporters throughout the 
state. Commissioner of Agriculture 
Rankin estimates that the loss to the 
farmers by the destruction of the fruit 
from the cold weather will amount to 
$1,500,000. and that the loss on vege¬ 
tables will amount to ful'v twice that 
much.

One of the most important things 
which the division of agriculture of 
the Minnesota experiment station has 
done for the benefit of the farmers Is 
the breeding of pedigreed seeds. 

It has been known for a long time 
that animals could be bred for effl 
ciency along certain desired lines, but 
the knowledge Is of comparatively re¬ 
cent date that seeds—those wonder 
i*ul storehouses of energy, beauty and 
utility—could be similarly bred, and 
thus Induced to produce a greater 
amount or a better quality or both of 
grain. That this Is pre-eminently 
tree, however, has been ably demon 
strated by the agricultural division, 
which has produced several varieties 
of improved grains. Including corn, 
barley, oats, flax and wheat, which are 
much more prolific than tbe grains 
commonly grown and which have. In 
their increased yield, netted the 
farmers of the state many thousands 
of dollars. These seeds may be ob¬ 
tained from the station or from co¬ 
operating seed growers, at reasonable 
prices and with each purchase a cer 
tificate of pedigree and purity, of seed 
Is issued to the purchaser. I 

Prof. Andrew Boss, chief of this 
division, states that something over 
15.000 1 bushels of pedigreed seeds 
have been distributed at first hand to 
3,248 co-operating seed growers and 
that these men have In turn supplied 
so many farmers that It Is estimated 
that from one-fourth to one-third o! 
the grain growing area of Minnesota 
Is-now seeded annually to improved 
seeds developed at the experiment 
station.

We have plenty of rain 
between May and August and after 
August Beldom any but dry warm 
days.
